Claim Objection 

Claims 8 and 9 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

*In claims 8 and 9, the word 'its" should be deleted, as the term "its" is indefinite.

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the recitations “a second plurality of 
interconnected cartridges”, “a third interconnection assembly” and “a fourth interconnection 
assembly” as recited in claim 1 1 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No 
new matter should be entered. 

Also, the applicant should be provided the formal drawings 1-5 with same font size 
numbers and regular words.

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CLAIM REJECTIONS 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States.

Claims 1-4, 8-9, 12, and 16-17 are rejected under 35 USC 102 (b) as being anticipated by Chan e 
al. (US Pat. 4,831,389). 

Chan et al. disclose in Figures 1-3 an ink supply system comprising: 

- a first plurality of interconnected cartridges (C, M, Y, K that are connected to elements 66, 68, 
70, 72), each of said interconnected 

cartridges comprising a reservoir for holding a jetting fluid (ink), wherein each 
reservoir is operatively coupled to an inkjet print head (38); 

- a first interconnection assembly (58, 60, 62, 64) for interconnecting the first plurality of 
interconnected cartridges (C, M, Y, K), and for maintaining said first plurality of 
interconnected cartridges at a negative pressure; 

- a second interconnection assembly (48, 50, 52, 54) for maintaining at least an essentially 
equal level of the jetting fluid within each of the reservoirs when jetting 

fluid is being held therein (Fig. 1); 

- wherein the first plurality of interconnected cartridges comprises at least four cartridges and/or 
at least eight cartridges (Fig. 1); 

- wherein the reservoirs of said first plurali ty of cartridges (C, M, Y, K), comprise an assembly 
(10) for coupling the reservoir to its associated inkjet print head (38); 
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- wherein each of the reservoirs and its associated inkjet print head are (38) operatively 
connected by channels (40, 42, 44, 46) in the assembly (10) to allow jetting fluid to interface 
between the reservoir and its associated print head (38). 

Citation of Pertinent Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The prior art references (US Pat. 4,432,005; US Pat. 5,189,438; US Pat. 6,234,615) 
cited in the PTO 892 form show, an ink jet recording apparatus that is deemed to be relevant to 
the present invention. These references should be reviewed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 2 is allowable allowable if rewritten to include all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. This claim would be allowable because the prior art 
references do not disclose that a cartridge assembly for a fluid delivery system comprising a first 
interconnection assembly that includes a first plurality of conduits operatively connecting 
together at least two 

reservoirs of first plurality of interconnected cartridges in the combination as claimed. 

Claim 5-7 and 10 allowable allowable if rewritten to include all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. This claim would be allowable because the prior art 
references do not disclose that a cartridge assembly for a fluid delivery system comprising 
a sensing assembly operatively being coupled to the reservoir of a selected one of the first 
plurality of interconnected cartridges, for monitoring a level of jetting fluid in the reservoir of the 
selected cartridge in the combination as claimed. 

Claim 1 1 is allowable allowable if rewritten to include all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. This claim would be allowable because the prior art 
references do not disclose that a cartridge assembly for a fluid delivery system comprising a 
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second plurality of interconnected cartridges, each of said second plurality of interconnected 
cartridges comprising a reservoir for holding a jetting fluid, wherein each reservoir is operatively 
coupled to an ink jet print head; a third interconnection assembly for interconnecting the second 
plurality of cartridges and for maintaining the second plurality of cartridges at a negative 
pressure; and a fourth interconnection assembly for maintaining at least essentially equal levels 
of jetting fluid within each of the reservoirs when jetting fluid is being held therein in the 
combination as claimed. 

Claims 13-15 are allowable allowable if rewritten to include all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. These claims would be allowable because the prior art 
references do not disclose a fluid delivery system comprising a sensing assembly operatively 
being coupled to the reservoir of a selected one of the first plurality of interconnected cartridges, 
for monitoring a level of jetting fluid in the reservoir of the selected cartridge in the combination 
as claimed.
